Andrews was arraigned today before Criminal District 
court Judge Frank Shea. His attorneys asked for a jury trial; 
and one was granted. No date was set. 

THE ORLEANS PARISH Grand Jury indicted Andrews : 
last week when he appeared for the second time in connec- , 
tion with District Attorney Jim Garrison’s; probe of the 
Kennedy slaying. No specific reason was given for fhe ac-

The indictment charged Andrews “did wilfully and um

’ Andrews’, attorneys, Sam Monk Zelden and Rjilnh T!a|-- 
fott. asked for time to file motions in the case, and were • 
given until April 10. 

Zelden said afterwards that he hasn’t decided what kind 
of motions he will file. 

Andrews, who is suspended from Ms job as assistant dis- 
trict attorney in Jefferson Parish, was scheduled to appear in 
court at 10:30 a. m. At 10:37, Judge Shea called him in from 
a waiting room.

Zelden volunteered to waive the . reading Of the bill of in- 
dictment but Judge Shea read it anyway. It began: ■. 

“The grand jury of the state, of Louisiana . . and went 
on to state that on March 16, Andrews “appearedv as a wit- 
ness for the grand jury ” and “did wilfully and unlawfully

ZELDEN SAID, “Your Hon- 
or, the defendant asks for a 
jury trial and respectfully 
pleads, not guilty.” 

He then asked for time in 
wMch to file motions.

“I’ll give you tQl April 10 
to file pleadings.” 'ITiis is 
one day less than tte 20 re- 
quested. 

He then granted Andrews 
the jury trial,

Garrison contends that Ber- 
trand is an alias for Clay, L. 
Shaw, charged with cr imin al 
conspiracy in the assassina- 
tion. itadrews said he is un- 
able to confirm this.
